At least one error upon which reissue is based is described as follows: The 
original patent is believed to be defective because the original claims are 
believed to claim less than the patentees have a right to claim. No claim in the 
original patent is directed to the mold shells standing alone or to a method of 
producing containers, both of which are believed to constitute patentable 
subject matter. New Claims 27-33 are presented to overcome these defects. 
In addition, upon reviewing the original patent, applicants became concerned 
that others might attempt to construe the original claims to include limitations 
directed to support structure of the molding machine in addition to the shells 
and shell holders. Accordingly, new Claims 15-26 are presented in the reissue 
application to resolve any doubt as to the subject matter that applicant is 
entitled to claim.
